BIG TANK CARS OF 


GASOLINE EXPLODE 


Flames Sweep Over Ruins 


and Destroy Kohlenberg 


Residence Near By. 


Tn the. absence of exact figures, Penn- 


sylvania railroad officials are unable to 
arrive, nt an accurate estimate of tho 
loss incurred in a 
spectacular 
freight 


wreck that occurred at Adams Station, 
six miles past of Fort Wayne, about 
10:30 o'clock Monday night, but twenty - 
nne cars were burned with the merchan- 
dise they contained, 
including 
many 


head of cattle which were cremated or 
so badly crippled that thoy had to bo 
shot. 


The total damage will run between 


?50.nOD and $75.000. This does not in 
'•ludp thn loss of some 53.000 sustained 
by "William Kohlenberg, whose home near 
the scene of the wreck was destroyed by 
fir.e from the wreck. 


Probable Cause of It. 


Although tho explosion that was the 


immediate cause of the fire was at- 
tributed al first fo « hbt box under one 
of the gasoline cars in the train. W. F. 
Homer, a brakeman who won riding m 
the copula of tho caboose on the west 
bound train, says that lie could see file 
full length of {he cars and that he be- 
lieves live coals dropped from the rlr? 
box nf the engine ignitod leaking gaso- 
line and stnrled the conflagration'. 


Tie said after he «.'rivcd at the cast 


Pennsylvania, yards thnt he was looking 
ahead and l.n saw a little light followed 
in the fraction of a second by an ex- 
plosion and in lees fime than is required 
to tell it the whole train wad ablaze. 
He also says thnt if there had been a 
hot box he conhl easily have seen it 
from his position. 


Engineer Gaakins Talk*. 


Engineer Joseph K. C.askins, who was 


driving one of the locomotives on the 
west bound train and who has had a 
railroad experience of more than twenty 
Veins, is certain thnt Urn wreck resulted 
from a spark. 
"I 
believe," he said, 


"(hero was a. defective vnlve on one of 
the oil tanks. We had just passed tlm 
limited and No.'-1S and'in my opinion 
line of the engines threw out a spark 
thi>l got into this valve. 


"Jt was an explosion pure and sim- 


p?c and no hot journal over made that 
fire. I don't know just how mnnv cars 
were in the train but 1 look charge as 
Boon as the. lire, occurred and pulled an 
much of my train ax I could get out of 
the' wreck fo the oast yards. 


"I was breaking in the two engines on 


the west bound train and as we passed 
the gasoline tanks 1 didn't see anything 
out of the way. There is no possibility 
thnt any human beings were burned. 
There were no tramps on the train and 
ill of the members of tho crew have 
been accounted for.

BOOKS HOLD DISEASE 


New York May 13.—Books, contam- 


inated by germs picked up in various 
parts of the city, are blamed for two 
recent cases of blood poisoning of the 
girl librarians in the New York city 
library, and in the last few months 
nearly a dozen girls have undergone 
treatment for mild forms of poison con- 
tracted from handling the books. This 
became known through the treatment of 
one of the librarians by a physician 
of the upper east side. He declared that 
he had been called upon a dozen times 
within the last six or eijfht months to 
look after cases which were traceable 
to the handling of books. 


Several of the girls afflicted have had 


serious cotes, and one barely escaped 
losing an eye through the infection, 
which spread on one sidi> of her face. 
All the cases have been due to infec- 
tion through a pin scratch or cut on 
the hand or face, although every pro- 
caution is taken daily by the library, 
staff to guard against circulation of 
germ laden books. 
Seventl of the li- 


brarians nave adopted the idea, of wear- 
ing 
cotton 
gloves whenevnr the na- 


ture of their work will allow them to 
do so. 
Some of the books cnme back 


to the libraries with pages so dirty and 
Eerm mden that they have to bo de- 
stroyed. 


This IF one of the greatest caueei of 


worry to the officials of the library and 
they constantly are on the alert to 
prevent the 
return of 
bonks to the 


branches »ftor any communicable dis- 
ease has developed in the home to which 
the book has been taken. Co-operation 
with tho board of health brings to 
the library every, day a complete list 
of all the houses in the city where 
there is any disease reported. 
These 


lists are gone over and each branch li- 
brary watches its district. If disease 
is in any home to which a book hns 
been taken 
warning is given to the 


patron of the library not. to return the 
book until the house hns been fumi- 
gated and the book fumigated also. 


The chief reference librarian said yes- 


terday that It was possible for disease 
to bo carried in books just the same 
us it is ponsible to carry it in clothing, 
but b" declared- he hnd not had any 
cases brought to his attention. He said 
tin* elaborate system of scrutiny, with 
the board of health's records of disease 
at their diHposal, made the books of 
the New York libraries tho cleanest and 
safest in the country.

WHEN MISS MONOCLE A WALKING GOES. 


Another striking if apparently hopeless aftermath of 


the political upheaval last year which rent the republican 
party asunder developed this week in Chicago with the 
launching of an effort to "reunite" the republican ele- 
ment by a coalition with the progressives who left the 
reservation a year ago and followed the Roosevelt banner 
to defeat rather than lend their support to the Taft or- 
ganization which held the whip hand of the republican 
party organization.

yMnn t!i«t holder* of inMir:im:o pol- 


icies arc to bo taxed under the new 
law, 
have been sent out by the thou- 


sand, itn<! congressmen »nd -senators an; 
being di'lugccl with "rcadymatle" pro- 
tests, primed by thu cumpanicn and 
oigned l>y |iulicrlinlders who think 'that 
something terrible is about to happen 
to tin-in under the new bill. 


The facts of the'matter arc that cer- 


tain big coinpiinit'K are trying to draij 
a herring arn.bs the trail of. this income, 
tax law in ordi-r to secure an exemption 
fiom paying their share of the; income 
t:ix tn which they aro not entitled, for 
this purpose they am trying to "manu- 
facture" public, sentiment against the 
bill.

they include in dividends paid back to 
policyholdcrs. 
If they nhould separate 


these two classes of'income, they would 
only be taxed on the real profits. 
So 


that the remedy lies in the companies 
themselves, liut the companies 'do not 
wish to confess that they are telling 
untruths when 
they 
represent that 


their "dividends" amount to such and 
such amount. 
Therefore, 
they

congress to exotnpt them from nil tax. 


Their ci-culars look very impressive. 


They stat« that the companies paid

There were sixty 
tanks of naphtha in (.be train and these 
exploded with terrific force, one at a 
time, covering a. period ot" nearly an 
hour and tho flames that were thrown 
up lighted the skies and could easily be 
seen from Fort \\'aync. 


Many of the cattle were able to free 


themselves from the wreckage and two 
or three ucro covered witli the burning 
fluid when they ran bellowing through 
the open licld» south of the scene of the 
wreck. 
About, ten got out with broken 


logs and these were shot and killed by 
Pennsylvania detectives who were" Bent 
to the wreck as so'oii as tho local offices 
were notified. 


Kohlenbergs Had to Hustle. 


"We were sound asleep," said William 


Kohlenberg, who lived about f i f t y feet 
from the scene of the wreck, "when 1 
beard an explosion and I looked out and 
the whole trout yard was a mass of 
flames. I wakened my wife and my son, 
Krne.it, ten years old, and had some 
trouble making them understand what 
was the matter. 


"I managed to get on my overalls 


nnd the witc slipped on her dress and I 
carried the boy ont with his clothes. By 
this time the house was burning and I 
managed to get out a few pieces of fur- 
niture, but most of it was destroyed. 


"We- got over in the fields back of 


tho house when I had saved all wo. could 
get and I thought, my barn was going, 
but a metal roof saved that for me. All 
my farm machinery was in there.

turned out my horses while the fire waa 
burning. 


"I can't tell 
you much 
about the 


wreck. It was burning fiercely when I 
saw it and 1 tried to save what 1 could.

at once with strips of cheesecloth held 
in place by slender sticks. The experi- 
ment was wholly successful. Seeds ger- 
minate and the young plants put forth 
leaves under

protection 
of the 


cheesecloth as readily as if they had 
no covering; and when grown in the 
open, where they are to remain, plants 
are so vigorous and get so good a start 
before the heat of summer that they 
bloom as early as if started in gentle 
heat in February or March.

cheesecloth on corn and muskrnelons, 
and I planted the seed a month in ad- 


HOW TO CLEAN PEWTER. 


Pewter should not be cleaned with 


any of tho ordinary metal or silver pol- 
ishes. A good idea is to procure two 
or three cents' worth of potash and 
the same quantity of silver sand. 
Put 


the potash into a copper kettle, if you 
have one in the house, or into a large, 
saucepan or enamel bowl that will stand 
the flre. Add water according to quan- 
tity of pieces to be cleaned. Bring to 
a boil and put in your pieces of pew- 
ter. 
Let stand over night. 
Rinso in 


cold water and rub with silver sand; 
the pewter will look like new.

Chicago. May 13.—A campaign against 


needless noises was started last night 
when the council authorized thn health 
committee to find ways and means to 
reduce the racket which ono speaker as- 
serted has given Chicago thn reputation 
of being one of the noisiest cities in the 
universe. 
Alderman Willis n. Nance, 


chairman of tho committee stated that 
unnecessary noises are responsible for 
discomfort, deafness and even death. 


"We may not be able to compel the 


milkman to wear rubber soled ihoeB," 
he said, "or to forco our neighbor to 
put a 
muffler on his early morning 


rooster, but there are scores of needless 
noises thnt can be eliminated entirely 
or reduced to a tolerable minimum." 


Death Caused by Noise. 


Ho based his argument almost entire- 


ly on the question of health. Noise, he 
charged, is responsible for discomfort, 
deafness, and even death. 


"Chicago today," ho said, "is reputed 


to bo one of the. noisiest cities of the 
universe. 
The order presented directs 


thn committee on health to take up for 
consideration the question of 'the sup- 
pression of unnecessary noises, to in- 
vestigate their causes, and to endeavor 
to recommend ways and means for their 
elimination. 


"It is admitted, I believe, by all, that 


much of the noisp in Chicago is entirely 
unnecessary. It is permitted to exist on 
account to a large extent at least of the 
indifference of the public and public of- 
ficials. Most noises are superfluous and 
servo no useful end. On the contrary, 
noise Is admitted by all physicians'to 
he highly detrimental to health. In the 
case of nervous individuals it is not in- 
frequently fatal. 


Noise Produces Deafness. 


"Tnquestionably it has much to do 


with the production of deafness. There 
are in Chicago approximately 60,000 sick 
people every day, rnnny of them suffer- 
ing from some nervous disorder, who 
require and should receive all of the 
Consideration it is in our power to give 
them. 
Industrial efficiency in Chicago 


is probably reduced 25 per cent in cer- 
tain localities by the mor« or less hum- 
drum of useless noise. 


"We are taught by modern sanitarians 


to keep onr windows open night and 
day to avoid tuberculosis and pneumo- 
nia. We have no protection from the 
noise of the street and the factory. 


"Our eyes are protected by nature by 


eyelids; our car drums have no such 
protection. It is a question if our lives 
are not being shortened indirectly by 
the ceaseless abuse of our nervous sys- 
tems as the result of city noise much 
of which is obviously unnecessary. 


Work Done by" Other Cities. 


"Many large cities have, taken this 


subject up seriously, and much good 
has been accomplished. 


"Rerlin, a city of about the size of 


Chicago, and likewise a commercial and 
manufacturing center, hns become one 
nf the quietest large cities in the world. 
The. 
steam whistle, the huckster's cry. 


the shriek of tho locomotive, and the 
loud rattling of wagons is never he4ird 
in this municipality.

Tile fact that ona hundred and sti- 


teen. girls are enrolled in the sewing 
school of tho Relief union—the oldest 
benevolent institution in Fort Wayne- 
indicates that this one phase of the 
work alono is ample eicuso for the ex- 
istence of this splendid organization. 


However, a great many other achieve- 


ments wero reported at 
the 
annual 


meeting, which was held yesterday at 
union headquarters, 1118 Hanna street. 


The report of Miss Mary Williard, 


who holds the triple position of super- 
intendent of the union, of the sewing 
school and of the women's work room, 
showed that assistance had been render- 
ed during tba year to 318 persons, 40 
more than during tho preceding twelve 
months. 
Of this number HO wero sup- 


plied with groceries, 74 with clothing, 
30 with shoes and clothing, 31 with 
groceries and clothing, 10 with shoes, 10 
with fuel, 3 with furniture and 1 with 
clothing and drayage. At Christmas 14 
poor children were given a treat, and 
one family was supplied with a Christ- 
mas tree. 


The Work Room. 


During the year the women's work 


room at the headquarters furnished em- 
ployment for 198 days to 14 women. In 
return for services rendered these wom- 
en received pay in the form of grooeries, 
shoes and other needs. 


The Sewing School. 


The on« hundred and sixteen girls en- 


rolled in the sewing school, held at the 
same place, are receiving instruction 
under a number of workers who give 
their services willingly. The union con-' 
aiders itself fortunate in securing Miss 
Lorinda JJeVilbiss as head Instructor of 
this department.
